Pays Doctors 
60% of Bills 


The Government pays 
more than 60 percent of all 
Medicare bills for physi- 
cians’ services directly to 
the physician, according to 
social security officials here. 

Medicare helps pay the 
doctor bills of almost every- 
one 65 or over in the Na- 
tion—“last year $2 billion 
was paid on behalf of 9% 
million people,” a spokes- 
man said. 

“The patient’s. responsi- 
bility is simplied when his 
doctor agrees to accept di- 
rect Medicare payment from 
the Government,” he said. 

Under Medicare the pa- 
tient is responsible for the 
first $50 in doctor bills each 
year. After that, he pays 20 
percent of the reasonable 
charges for doctors’ servy- 
ices and Medicare pays the 
other 80 percent. 


will benefit rural families, 
ranging from newly-formed 
ones not ready for home owner- 
ship to the elderly for whom 
little provision is made in most 
small towns 

Farmers Home Administra- 
tion is-a direct mortgage lender 
in rural areas, including towns 
with a population of 10,000 and 
less. In this program, mort- 
gage financing up to $750,000 
may be available for the cost 
of development of rental hous- 
ing projects, including the pur- 
chase and improvement of land, 
recreation, service facilities 
and water and waste disposal 
as well as landscaping. 

Benefits for elderly persons 
as well as for others whose in- 
comes are in the low to mod- 
erate range are expected from 
these changes: 


1. There is no residency 
requirement for borrowers who 
designate a local managing 
agent with full authority to act 
for them. Previously the bor- 
rower was required to live near 
and supervise the project. 

Performance bonds or 
some form of assurance will 
be required for all projects 
of $60,000 or more. 

The developer -- an indi- 
vidual, partnership or corpora- 
tion -- is expected to furnish 
construction financing, giving 
flexibility to his-building sche- 
dule. Interest on the construc- 
tion loan may be included inthe 
rental housing loan as a cost of 
development. 

4. Limited profit borrowers 
who will build rental housing for 
low-income families are now 
eligible for interest rates as 
low as one percent. Previously 
this rate was Offered only to 
nonprofit or public body appli- 
eants. 

5. Limited profit borrowers 
will be allowed a six percent re- 
turn on their initial investment. 
The loan will be limited to 95 
percent of either the develop- 
ment cost or the value of sec- 
urity, whichever is less. Non- 
profit borrowers may receive 
100 percent financing. All bor- 
rowers must have working capi- 
tal at least equal to tw. nercent 
of the value of the loan. 

6. Rural rental units may 
now be made available to those 
of very low income through spe- 
cial arrangements with the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development under its Section 
23 leasing program. 

The FHA borrower leases 
his completed rental units to 
a local public housing authority 
which manages the property. 
HUD pays the difference be- 
tween the rent the family can 
afford and the rental rate estab-- 
lished for the apartment. 

FHA expects these changes 
to materially increase the 
supply of rental housing for 
rural people, according to Mr. 
Smith. Presently the budget 
allocates $70 million for this 
purpose, double a year agc, 
and it is expected to continue 
to grow in subsequent years.

The 
commission shall consist of 
nine members; two of whom 
shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, two by the president of 
the Senate, two by the speaker 
of the house, two by the chief 
justice of the supreme court, 
and one by theattorney general. 

(c) The terms of the com- 
missioners shall be six years. 
Of the initial appointees, three 
(two by the governor and one by 
the attorney general) shall be 
appointed for two years; three 
(two by the president of the sen- 
ate and one by the speaker of 
the house) shall be appointed 
for four years; and three (two 
by the chief justice and one by 
the speaker) shall be appointed 
for six years. Membership 
on the Commission shall be 
considered an office of profit. 

(d) The members of the 
Commission shall elect one of 
their number as chairman at 
their first meeting and every 
two years thereafter. Any vac- 
ancy on the Commission shall 
be filled within fifteen days in 
the same manner in which such 
position was originally filled.

There are many attitudes 
to life which one can assume. 
I would like for us to look at 
Several of these today, One 
approach is the balcony mind. 
This is the man who sits on 
the balcony and looks on. He 
is content to be a spectator 
but he will not become invol- 
ved in the battle. He will 
criticize, analyze, evaluate; he 
magfeven think how hard things 
are for other people, and how 
much some situation cries for 
action; but the action is not 
for him; he is content always 
simply to look on. 

In the church and in the 
world and its affairs we may 
be quite well aware how dif- 
ferent things might be if Ch- 
ristian men and women took 
the places they ought to take 
in leadership, and yet at the 
same time we may be quite 
content to sit and look while 
others whose influence is hos- 
tile and disruptive provide the 
leadership. 

We are facing in our county 
an issue concerning the legal 
sale of alcoholic beverages. 
Whether you want to or not it 
is fairly obvious that you will 
have to take a stand--or choose 
to sit idly by in the balcony 
of, life. This is no time for 
Christians to sit in the balcony. 
We must be found on the stage 
of the crisis-front and center. 

Then there is the shellfish 
life, the life which shuts it- 
self up in its own ivory tower 
and which lets the world go 
by. One of the most perilous 
situations in the Christian life 
is the situation which arises 
when a man makes prayer an 
escape for action. When we 
pray, we are under obligation 
to do all that we can to make 
our own prayers come true. 
The life of devotion can never 
be substituted for the other. 
They belong together. In other 
words, it isn’t just enough to 
pray that something won’t hap- 
pen or that something will hap- 
pen; we need to put feet and 
legs and hands to work and let 
God’s Spirit lead us in im- 
plementing’ our prayers with 
appropriate action! 

There is a third attitude 
to life which we might call 
the comrade’s attitude. John 
Woolman, the great American 
Quaker, writes that his one 
desire was to experience the 
experiences of those whom he 
sought to help. He went on a 
mission to the Indians living 
their life, “that I might feel 
and understand the life and 
spirit they live in.” His bio- 
grapher says that that time 
among the Indians meant much 
to him “because he felt in his 
own body with his five senses 
what it was to live as a slave.” 
This attitude is to share in 
order that one might help. This 
was the attitude of God when 
He sent Jesus Christ to be His 
Son. John put it quite well 
when he said, “The Word was 
made flesh and dwelt among us.” 
God shared life as man’s com- 
rade--and those who would live 
God’s life must do the same.

Q. My mother, who’s 80, 
has gotten so sick that she 
can’t handle her own money 
any longer. I have her 
power-of-attorney, but I’m 
not sure what I should do 
with her monthly social se- 
curity checks. Should I try 
to cash them? 


A. No, you should not 
cash her social security 
checks. You should call the 
social security office imme- 
diately, We can arrange to 
send her checks to you as 
her “representative payee” 
with the checks carrying 
your name as well as your 
mother’s so you can cash 
them, : 


Q. My husband, who was 
disabled over a year ago, 
collects monthly social se- 
curity disability benefits. 
We also get a monthly 
check for our five child- 
ren. A friend of ours, who 
is also disabled, gets almost 
the same amount of money 
a month as we do and he 
and his wife have only two 
children. Why does our 
friend get the same amount 
for two children that we 
get for five? 


A. Although the monthly 
benefit umount is based on 
a worker's average carn- 
ings, there is a muximum 
amotint in monthly benefits 
that can be paid to a faum- 
ily, Both your family and 
your friend’s ure prob- 
ably getting the maximum 
monthly family amounts 
payable in these cases.

Q. Since a heart attack 
a couple of months ago, I 
haven't been able to do any 
kind of work. My doctor 
suggested I check into the 
possibility of getting social 
security disability benefits. 
What information do I need 
When I apply for disability 
benefits? 


A. You'll need your go- 
cial security number: the 
date (month, day, and year) 
you last worked; the date 
(month, day, and year) you 
became disabled; informa- 
tion on the kind of disabil- 
ity you hive; and the names 
and addresses of the doc- 
tors, hospitals, and institu- 
tions that treated you along 
with the date of each treat- 
ment. If you’ve received any 
treatment or examination 
by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, you should also 
have your service serial 
number and vour VA claim 
number handy, 

In addition, you should 
bring along ‘information 
about the kinds of jobs you 
worked at most in the 10 
years before your disabili- 
ty bevan and, if you’ve 
received Workman’s Com- 
pensation benefits, you 
should have your Work- 
man’s Compensation claim 
number available. 


Finally, if you are also 
applying for monthly pay- 
ments for your family, 
you'll need the social securi- 
ty numbers (if applicable) 
and dates of birth of your 
spouse and children.

Printing Advent For Public Notices 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 
second in a series of three 
articles that deal with the ori- 
gins and significance of the 
publication of public notices. 
Public notice advertising is the 
means by which government 
Officials give citizens an ac- 
counting of their stewardship 
in office.) 


No mechanical invention has 
affected civilization and advan- 
ced its cause quite as signifi- 
cantly as hasthe printing press. 

With the printing press 
came the means by which infor- 
mation and learning could be 
spread much more rapidly than 
ever before in history. 

Churches were the first to 
recognize the tremendous value 
of type printing and used the 
talents of early printers almost 
exclusively to produce Bibles, 
tracts on the psalms and indi- 
vidual gospels. 

Little use of the first pres- 
ses were made to print and 
circulate news. 

Some handbills, however, 
and a few historically valuable 
records WERE printed, but ma- 
ny of them were simply thrown 
away. Only a few citizens were 
ever privileged enough to see a 
piece of early printing, much 


less to learn from it and to 
circulate it on to others so 
that they, too, could benefit. 

The most notable example of 
the restricted use of printing 
might be found during the early 
years of England’s history. 
During that period of time known 
as the “Commonwealth” period, 
only two publications were of- 
ficially allowed. The Publick 
Intelligencer, started in 1655, 
was one of them. Both it, and 
its sister publication, Mercu- 
rius Publicus, contained news 
items and various notices that 
dealt with government activi- 
ties. 

In the first issue of The Pub- 
lick Intelligencer, dated “from 
Monday, October 1 to Monday, 
October 8, 1655,” the most im- 
portant article was headed: “A 
Declaration of His Highness 
Council in Scotland, for Elec- 
tion of Magistrates.” It was an 
official announcement of a vote 
which was duly authorized by 
Oliver Cromwell, Lord Pro- 
tector of England. Here’s how 
this public notice read: 

“Whereas by an Ordinance 
of his Highness, the Lord Pro- 
tector of the Commonwealth of 
England, Scotland and Ireland, 
and the Dominions thereunto 
belong, bearing date the twelfth

Revenue sharing is designed to 
shift the balance of power away 
from the Federal government 
in Washington to the people th- 
rough their elected state and 
local officials. Another impor- 
tant, purpose of revenue shar- 
ing! % purely economic. Dur- 
ing the past several years, goy- 


ernors and mayors from all 
parts of the country ‘ave been 
unable to meet the financial 
pressures imposed onthem. Sta- 
te and local revenues, which 
are based primarily on regres- 
Sive sales and property taxes, 
do not keep pace with national 
economic growth. At the same 
time, costs for education, hea- 
Ith and welfare; items of great 
concern to states and locali- 
ties, tend to exceed economic 
growth. Thus, many local and 
state governments are in dire 
need of financial assistance. 
How does revenue sharing 
work? The Federal govern- 
ment will take Federal tax dol- 
lars and return them to the 
local and state governments 
without a lot of bureaucratic 
red tape. Instead of the Fed- 
eral government trying to tell 
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the states how to spend the 
money, it will be returned with 
“no strings attached.” However, 
local governments must spend 
funds on public safety, environ- 
mental programs and public tra- 
nsportation. 

What’s in revenue sharing 
for us? Alabama will receive 
$116.1 million, while the Sec- 
ond District will receive over 
$14 million under the program. 
A further breakdown shows that 
Barbour County will receive 
over $735, 927; Bullock County, 
over $445,444; Butler County, 
Over $686,624; Coffee County, 
over $705,108; Conecuh Coun- 
ty, over $354, 574: Covington 
County. over $874, 625; Cren- 
shaw County, over $429,909; 
Dale County, $388,970; Geneva, 
over $446,310: Henry County, 
over $340.766: Houston County, 
over $1,019,125: Montgomery 
County. over $7,398.139 and 
Pike County. over $725,317. 

I must point out these fig- 
ures are underestimates and 
the amount that the Second Dis- 
trict receives will probably be 
increased. 

While I favor the revenue 
sharing concept I was initial- 
ly opposed to the Revenue Shar- 
ing Bill that passed the House 
in June because of the unfair 
formula that ‘would give New 
York State $38 per person and 
Alabama $26 per person. In 
other words, under the original 
bill, the states that had more, 
got more. Fortunately, the for- 
mula was changed in the House 
and Senate Conference Report 
on the bill and now Alabama 
will be getting an additional 
$36 million. 

Revenue-sharing--a concent 
to alleviate the critical finan- 
cial problems of the states and 
localities and return the power 
to the people. 


of April, one thousand six hun- 
dred fifty four, Scotland is U- 
nited into one Commonwealth 
with England, and therein it 
appears, that the Shires and 
Burghs of Scotland, by their 
Deputies convened at Dalkeith.” 

From the very beginning of 
the use of printing in England, 
all of Cromwell’s decisions 
were published in the two news- 
books under the general head of 
“advertisement.” When other 
publications were allowed to be 
printed in the isles, there be- 
gan to appear various items of 
news, both in the form of paid 
advertising and as straight re- 
ports. It was then that official 
public notices were separated 
from the rest of the copy much 
as is done today. 

Public notices remained, 
however, the backbone of early 
English newspapering. Many 
publications, in fact, had nothing 
in them but public notices. It is 
from the appearance of these 
early advertisements that the 
tradition of public notice in 
American newspapers origi- 
nated. 

This country’s founding fat- 
hers realized quite early that 
no action at law is valid un- 
less there is reasonable oppor- 
tunity for those affected by 
that action to be informed in 
advance. One of the first sta- 
tutory requirements for public 
notice in America’s federal 
system was enacted by Con- 
gress in 1792. Legislators 
enacted a law then that said 
“it shall be the duty of the 
Postmaster General to give 
public notice in one or more 
newspapers published in the 
State or States where the con- 
tract is to be performed in 
calls for bids and letting of 
contracts on government pro- 
jects. 

Alabama’s founding fathers, 
too, recognized the need for 
disclosure and both the 1875 
Constitution and the present 
one called for publication on a 
variety of subjects. On the 
matter of amending the Con- 
stitution, for example, the 1875 
document, in Article 17, called 
for publication of amendments 
“at least three months before 
the next general election.” 

In the 1901 Constitution, Ar- 
ticle 18, Section 284, calls for 
proposed amendments to “be 
published in every county in 
such manner as the legislature 
shall direct for at least eight 
successive weeks...” This pro- 
vision has been changed down 
through the years and the cur- 
rent stiuplation is that amend- 
ments need only be published 
four times. 

The reduction in the number 
of times public notices are re- 
quired to be printed has come 
with the speed up in the com- 
munications process. Many 
public officials are concerned, 
however, that there comes a 
point when adequate public no- 
tice cannot be given if the num- 
ber of times they are produced 
is reduced even further. People 
must be given time to read, 
to study and then to react to 
what it is government plans to 
do. They feel ample opportu- 
nity to do so will not be pos- 
sible if public notices are di- 
luted to such a point where it 
becomes meaningless to pub- 
lish them. 
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against the proposed sale of 
beverage alcohol in Coffee 
County.

Turns Back Raid On Trust Fund 


‘SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


The United States Senate 're- 
cently approved the Federal 
Highway Act of 1972, pumping 
new life into the highly success- 
ful interstate highway system 
and incorporating long called- 
for improvements in other Fed- 
erally funded highway programs. 

Several years ago, while 
praising the highway program as 
being basic to the growth and 
progress of Alabama, I also 
pointed out that we had primary 
and secondary roads which 
should actually be part of the 
interstate and defense highway 
system, but which are not be- 
cause of mileage limitations im- 
posed by the basic law. 

I am happy to report to you 
that the bill passed by the Sen- 
ate would now take many of my 
positions into consideration. It 
provides for a bigger road build- 
ing program allowing additional 
thousands of miles of primary 
roads to connect with the inter- 
state system, giving communi- 
ties not now on the system com- 
petitive transportation equality 
with those which are. 

This bill would also pre- 
vent administrative impound- 
ment of highway funds by limit- 
ing Federal power to reject 
state road projects once money 
is authorized. Federal funds 
earmarked for Alabama high- 
ways have been impounded more 
than once in recent years, caus- 
ing undue delays in the pro- 
grams, to say nothing of the 
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extra expense loaded on the 
backs of Alabama highway users. 

But even while the Senate 
was facing up to increased de- 
mands on our highways, strong 
efforts were being made inCon- 
gress to raid Federal highway 
user tax funds to support other 
forms of transportation such as 
intra-city rapid-transit buses 
and subways and inter-city rail 
facilities for the large, con- 
gested urban centers of the 
North, East and West. A foot 
was put in the door when an 
amendment, was attached to the 
Senate bill. allowing up to $800 
million to be diverted each year 
for mass transit systems. I 
Opposed this proposal, and al- 
though it was finally removed in 
the House, it serves notice that 
there will be increasing demands 


to siphon off funds from the 
Highway Trust Fund for other 
purposes. 

Now this is not to say that 
I do not have sympathy for the 
great and complex problems 
which face the nation’s metro- 
politan areas, because I do rec- 
ognize their plight and I am 
sympathetic to carefully devel- 
oped plans which will helpthem. 

But I am unalterably opposed 
to draining money out of the 
Highway Trust Fund for that 
purpose. Congress has a com- 
mitment to the people of the 
Nation that highway taxes will 
be spent only for highway pur- 
poses.

Get The Bugs 
Out Of Woods 


Get the bugs out of the 
woods by Spring is the byword 
of the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission these days, said Gor- 
don Drewery, Coffee County 
Forest Ranger of the Alabama 
Forestry Commission. The 
bug, the Southern pine beetle, 
is being classified as forest 
enemy #1 in Alabama due to 
its epidemic and explosive pop- 
ulation. 

The 1/8 inch long culprit is 
in epidemic proportions infor- 
ty-one counties throughout the 
State, and an all-out effort by 
landowners, wood users and 
Forestry Commission person- 
nel is currently underway to 
control it by removing all in- 
fested timber before spring. 

By controlling bug areas, 
the spread of the insect is 
stopped or reduced. Control 
of bug spots effects not only 
these specific areas but pro- 
tects unaffected landowners by 
controlling beetle spread. Ran- 
ger Drewery is asking all land- 
owners who may not have bug- 
infested timber, but whoare in- 
volved in a timber sale to give 
ing present contracts with wood 
users so that the wood user 
may get to work on the beetle- 
infested timber. This would 
allow more control crews to 
get into the woods to work on 
beetle-infested trees, thus giv- 
ing us a better chance to get 
the bug out of the woods by 
spring. 

Landowners who extend 
their contracts with producers 
should make the extensions long 
enough to be meaningful. Wood 
in low areas is often difficult 
to harvest during the wet winter 


season, Ranger Drewery ex- 
plained. In these cases, con- 
tract extension should carry 


over into the spring and early 
summer. Very little growth 
occurs during the winter, sothe 
landowner should suffer ~*o 
monetary loss on the lump suin 
sales. 

Control efforts should be a 
year-round project, Ranger 
Drewery said, and winter con- 
trol may be the key to stop- 
ping the bug. Winter control 
is particularly important be- 
cause brood densities tend to 
be higher and concentrated in a 
small number of trees during 
this time of the year. “Con- 
trol of one infested tree in the 
winter may save t loSs of 
ten trees in the spring,” Ran- 
ger Drewery said.
